The whole question was discussed at length, 
and the Government approached with a 
view to obtaining an alteration’ of the 
law so that the Ordinance , relating to 
domestic servants could be made applicable 
to all Chinese employees. In the ‘objects 
and reasons, printed at theYoot of the pra- 
posed new Bill, it is stated that, © Much in 


convenience has been experienced by, and 


loss entailed upon, employers by servants 
after engagerient refusing to enter upon 
service or having entered thereon leaving 
their employers without notice ; absenting 
themselves . without. leave ;. carelessly. or 
negligently performing their work ; 3 behaving 
insolently, or otherwise misconducting them- 
selves during the period of service: while 
employers have been without any practical 
remedy. ‘This Billsuppliestheneeded temedy 
by affording employers a summary means of 
enforcing a-contract of service while it safe- 
guards servants in respect of their wages 
and rights generally thereunder.” In the 
Bill it is stipulated that any person over the 
aye of sixteen tay enter into a contract of 
‘service under the Ordinance, and thatin the 
absence of any agreement in writing he shall 
be employed from month to month,: the 
engagement being determinable by ca 
month's noticy-or the payment of a 
month's salary in lieu of notice. If 
employed for more than a month” the 
contract must be in writing, setting. forth 
the length and nature of service, amount 
of wages, the sum -of money to be charge- 
able against and deducted from those 
wages, and also, that the employer is 
bound to provide regular work at stipulated 
wages for his servant. If made beyond 
the Colony no contract shall be for 2 longer 
period than five years and if within the period 
shall not exceed three years. All questions 
at issue between the ‘parties will be deter. 
mined by the Magistrate in a summary man- 
ner and, if necessary, he may issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of either abscunding 
party. On the hearing of any complaint 
for the recovery of wages, the Magis- 
trate has the power. to order that the 
whole or any part of the money claimed 
be withlield, or, with such an. amount 
not exceeding ten days’ wages in addition 
as may seem just be given by way of con- 
pensation to.the servant for unpaid wages, 
Under the new Bill he would. have “the 
power of fining or imprisoning and,-on any 
complaint by a party to a written contract of 
service, can order the finding, of security, 
Wages shall be payable monthly, but shall 


be forfeited for any period during the term.
